He was noted for occasionally 
draw up most fanciful menus, 
which he always framed with hu- 
morous devices and witty mot- 
toes. Many chefs de cuisine, when 
called upon to prepare a banquet, 
used to make it a practice to first 
call on Dumas for hints, as one 
would consult a solicitor.

fare. 


He had traveled in many 
countries, enjoyed the society of 
culsiners, and, indeed, was only 
too delighted when allowed to 
visit their kitchens and admire 
their work. He never hesitated 
even to offer his help. 

Dumas maintained that a 

cook will secure you an excellent 
dinner, a good stomach and pre- 
vent you from following a literary 
career. The latter was not ac- 
curate as regards himself; his last 
writings were on the subject of 
cookery—his hobby or passion. 
There was no more fervent ad- 
mirer of the popular dishes of na- 
tions than he was. 


CONSULTED BY CHEFS 
Dumas, pere, awwed he saw 
his culinary reputation so in- 
creased admiration that he 
thanked d he was able to de- 
vote himself to sO useful a career, 
80 as to bequeath to his children, 
in place of books, a still greater 
and more useful gift—some decent 
pots and pans, that he hoped 
would go down to posterity and 
be handed down from one genera- 
tion to another. 

He never had, for one single 
moment in hia life, any thought, or 
even the slightest temptation for

The incident led to the discovery 


Alexandre Dumas was not an 
advocate of vegetarianism. He de- 
clared it to be too expensive. As 
previously observed, Dumas was 
un grand mangeur, or great ent- 
er; but, then, he produced many 
literary and other chefs-d’ oeuvre, 
and so expended a great deal of 
energy. His d was at all 
times excellent. He always wished 
a dinner table to please the eye, 


as it ever insured a most arid pal- 


ate. He, however, disapproved of! 
the Russian dinner service, 
everything you are going to eat 
is there exhibited. Dumas inclined 
to good old French styles: The 
celebrated novelist also disliked the 
idea of cutting up a joint, as is 
done in France, and leaving it 
to the cook to help you to what 
he pleases rather than what you 
might desire. Nothing pleased Du- 
mas more than to see a whole 
joint on the table in true English, 
or American style. 

Dumas always looked upon the 
preparation and mixjng of a salad 
as a work of art—an exhibition of 
the highest skill. In Spain he so 
prepared the salad for his trav- 


Du- 
mas maintained that it was culi- 
nary impiety to allow a servant 
to prepare the salad, as that pleas- 
urable duty was always intended 
to be done by the mistress of the 
house. 

LEAD IN PATISSIERS 

Dumas always claimed that 
France took the lead in the art 
of pastry-making, in spite of the 
fact that tastes differed widely 
in every country. The patiesier is 
today a “power,” though at one 
time in France it was considered 
to be a social blemish to be seen 
coming out of a patissier’s shop 
hence prudent customers went out 
by the back door. All this was due 
to the pastry cooks selling drink, 
and it was decla-ed and accepted 
to be vulgar to have any connec- 
tlon with them. Today the patis-

J. EDWIN CRAPO 
The subject of diet has been so 
widely discussed in different news- 
papers and magazines within the 
last few years that to most people 
it would seem hardly worth while

Condition of 
Pastures and 
Stock in West 


'.Grazing prospects in the West 
are not as good as a month ago, 
according to reports received by 
the United States Division of Crop 
and Live Stock Estimates. Al- 
though improvement is reported in 
Wyoming, New Mexico and Okla- 
home, and Texas ranges are as 
good as on May 1, there was con- 
siderable deterioration in the 
ranges of the rest of the Western 
States, due to prolonged dry 
weather and unseasonably low tem- 
peratures. The average condition 
on June 1 was 84 (rated as good,) 
compared with 91 (very good) on 
May 1. The poorest pastures are 
west of the Rocky Mountains, in 
the intermountain and Pacific 
Coast States, but a considerable 
drop in condition during May oc- 
curred in the Dakotas and Ne- 
braska, and slight declines were 
noted in Montana, Colorado, West- 
ern Kansas and Arizona. 

Cattle and sheep thus far have 
not been materially affected by the 
deterioration of pastures, both 
classes of stock show only Hominal 
declines in condition during May, 
and are still rated on the average 
as very good. 

In Arizona the ranges are gen- 
erally very good, and the water 
supply is sufficient; in the White 
River section ranges are excellent. 
Cattle and sheep continue to be 
in very good condition.

in the First Methodist Church 
yesterday morning.

FIRST FLOOR—BLACKSTONE’S

bor yesterday morning from a trip 
around the world on which she 
experienced a most extraordinary 
adventure for which her captain, 
Jonas Pendlebury, is authority. 
The President Adams on April 17, 
last, while in the Pelewan Pas- 
sage, south of the Philippines and 
north of Borneo, was attacked by 
eight floating islands populated 
with vast swarms of monkeys. 

Capt. Pendlebury, who is as 
master of fact a Yankee skipper as 
ever skipped, declares the yarn is 
a fact. As substantiating evidence 
he referred to the quartermaster, 
who was asleep at the time. 

On the morning of April 17, In 
clear weather, the President Ad- 
ams found herself surrounded by 
the eight floating islands. As soon 
as daylight broke a terrible chat-
